Danville, Be Mar. II. Vour 
correspondent has just interview- 
ed Mr, W. Emerson, of High River, 
Alberta, N. W. T., who is now here 
on a.visit. He reports that the 
winter has been quite favorable 
for ranching in that locality,.-hav- 
ing had but three weeks of cold 
weather in the month of Decesaber 
and only nine days in the begin- 
ning of February, while -between 
High River and the Foot Hills, 
they have had but nine ‘inches of 
snow, and except during the two 
cold shaps one would not have 
been uncomfortable in hiv shirt- 
sleeves while riding a mustang. 
This is owing to the soft Pacific or 
chinook winds, which prevail in 
that locality. After these winds 
begin to blow all snow disappears 
within 24 hours, thereby rendering 
this locality the foremost grazing 
section in the Northwest, but it 
never will be suitable for agricul- 
ture. Rain has ceased to fall in 
this locality during the last five 
years, and the g ass, which is of 
the finest t. does not attain 


which formerly grew there when 
the rain fell incessantly during the 
summer, Many streams and some 
quite extensive lakes which exist- 
ed six years ago have now dried 
up. The soil in this section con- 
sists of nine inches of light loam, 
five to. ever feet of gravel, and 
underneath this is one immense 
coal field varying from four to 
eight feet in thickness, asiuay- be 
seen along the banks of the Sas- 
katchewan and other. rivers. In 
1800, Mr. Emerson left Danville to 
seek his fortune in the far west, 
arriving „t Fort Macleod via Mon- 
tana, He entered the employ of 
the Ifudson's Bay Company and 
traversed many times the whole 
territory from Vancouver to Fort 
Garry now Winnipeg. During one 
of these trips he reports having 
seen the remains of an ancient city, 
which, Ite believes, nust have been 
built by the “Atlantees”, at about 
the same time as those cities, the 
remains of which are found in the 
great valley of the Salt Lake, in 
Mexico and on the Pacific slope. 
The dri of this city are locat- 
ed between the Wooded Hills, 
about 00 ailesvorthest of the pres- 
ent site of Medicine Hat, and with- 
south branch of the Saskatehewan. 
This was built of a light cotered 
sand stone, perfectly cut, many of 
the walls yet remaining 3 feet in 
height and in u good state of pres- 
ervation, being three feet in thick- 
ness at the bottom and two feet at 
the top. Notwithstanding this 
section is supposed to have been 
strveyed by the Government, the 
remains of this ancient city has 
now for the first time been report- 
ed. Mr. Kmerson, although able 
to converse in many of the Indian 
dialects, was never able to gather 
any information from the Indians 
in regard to the history or tradi- 
tion of the.remains of the city.
